Without  the  Gulf  Stream  the  British  Isles,  England 
or  Scotland  could  not  exist.  It  is  the  heating  system  of 
those  countries,  and  without  it  they  would  have  the  same 
climate  as  Labrador.  Even  so,  Scotland  is  a  cold  country 
with  the  cold  of  the  North  upon  it. 

Only  a  kind  Providence  that  nurtured  them  knows  where 
lie  the  bones  of  all  the  Campbells.  For  more  than  a  thousand 
years,  men  and  women  of  this  clan  have  been  coming  down  from 
the  Highlands  as  soldiers,  sailors,  explorers,  pioneers,  and 
adventurers,  and  spread  over  the  face  of  the  earth.  Some 
lodged  in  England  and  Ireland,  but  a  big  percentage  went 
overseas  where  they  lived,  worked,  and  died  in  adopted  lands, 
leaving  behind  them  a  progeny  to  whom  Sootland  is  a  distant 
and  foreign  place. 

At  an  early  date  the  reproductive  power  of  the  Camp¬ 
bells  outran  the  food-producing  ability  of  the  unfertile

patches  of  3oil  available  to  them  in  their  Highland  home. 

They  got  out  into  the  world  where  a  better  living  might 
be  had.  So  the  Campbell  Clan  is  made  up  of  people  who 
shoved  and  jostled  along  an  unbroken  line  since  the  dawn 
of  recorded  history. 

Where  did  the  Campbells  come  from  originally?  They 
didn't  come  from  anywhere.  They  were  there  in  the  Scottish 
Highlands  before  the  existence  of  historical  records.  So 
far  as  is  known,  the  foundation  stock  sprang  from  the  nor¬ 
thern  forest  dwellers  of  early  Roman  times.  There  were  some 
Norwegians  that  broke  through  and  some  French  who  edged  in, 
but  if  we  may  call  any  race  pure,  the  Highland  men  come  as 
close  to  the  mark  as  any  in  history,  because  the  geographic 
location  offered  formidable  protection  against  racial  in¬ 
filtration.  The  name  Campbell  probably  did  come  into  Scot¬ 
land  from  over  the  water,  and  it  was  a  half-blood  Soot  in 
William  the  Conqueror's  army  who  brought  it  when  the  Normans 
invaded  England,  September  28,  1066. 

To  begin  at  the  beginning,  we  must  go  back  to  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Derma id  O'Dwibhne,  who  is  first  heard  of  as 
fighting  the  Norwegians  in  Scotland  about  900  A.  D.  He  is 
reputed  to  have  been  a  mighty  man  and  a  great  leader, 
although  that  is  only  a  tradition  handed  down  by  the  family 
bards;  no  written  records  exist.  At  any  rate,  he  is  credited 
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Bits  of  Information  about  the  ARGYLL  CAMPBELL  CLAN 

by  many  with  being  the  founder  of  a  line  of  strong  mon 
who  have  held  a  place  among  the  loaders  of  Sootland  for 
almost  a  thousand  years. 

Brown  Derraaid,  as  he  was  called,  was  "from"  or  "of" 

Dwibhne.  That  is  why  the  _0’  i-s  found  in  O'Dwibhno.  His 
sons  and  later  generations  were  called  Dormaid  Mao -Dwibhne , 
the  Mao  meaning  "Son  of."  Sir  Walter  Soott,  who  knew  more 
Highland  lore  and  used  it  to  better  purpose  than  most  other 
writers,  refers  to  the  Campbell  ancestor  Dermaid  when  he  says: 

"Let  the  sons  of  Brown  Dermaid  who  slew  the  wild  boar 
Resume  the  pure  faith  of  the  great  Collurn  More." 

That  brings  me  to  the  first  recorded  individual  exploit 
of  a  progenitor  of  the  Campbell  Clan  -  the  battle  of  Brown 
Derraaid  with  the  boar  on  the  side  of  Nt.  Cruachan  -  a  battle 
which  resulted  in  the  death  of  both.  A  boar  head  on  the  coat 
of  arras  of  the  Argyllshire  Campbells  commemorates  the  event. 

The  next  man  in  the  line  was  Dairmid  MacDwlbhne,  a  grand¬ 
son  of  Brown  Derraaid;  he  married  Grain,  daughter  of  Chown- 
Chedchacha,  noted  for  his  claim  of  having  participated  in 
one  hundred  battles.  Grain  and  this  grandson  had  two  sons, 
one  of  whom,  named  Arthur,  sired  the  first  of  the  MaoArthurs. 

The  other  son  was  named  Malcolm.  He  went  to  Normandy  and 
married  the  heiress  of  Campus-bellus  (also  written  Campo-bollo) . 
In  due  time  they  had  three  sons  who  all  became  famous.  But 
the  one  in  whom  we  are  interested  was  Giolespio  Campus-bellus. 
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Bits  of  Information  about  tho  ARGYLL  CAMPBELL  CLAN 

A  man  of  mixed  Scottish  and  Norwegian  blood,  ho  oamo  to 
England  aa  an  officer  in  the  army  of  William  the  Conqueror 
and  brought  tho  clan  namo  to  the  Campbells. 

Arthur  had  a  son  Paul,  who  wa3  first  Treasurer  to  King 
Duncan  of  Scotland  and  after  the  interlude  caused  by 
Macbeth's  usurpation,  Treasurer  to  King  Malcolm,  Duncan's 
son.  In  this  official  capacity  he  did  sufficiently  well 
to  be  made  Knight  of  Lochow,  with  grants  of  land  and  money. 

The  name  Campus-bellus  gradually  changed  to  Campbell, 
and  eventually  the  whole  clan  adopted  it.  As  a  clan,  however, 
the  Campbells  were  in  the  making  long  before  they  had  the 
name,  for  the  blood  lines  go  back  beyond  any  history  of 
trustworthy  tradition  now  extant. 

The  Marquis  of  Lome  K.  T.,  one-time  head  of  Argyll 
Campbells,  believes  the  Campus-bellus  origin  to  be  the  true 
one,  and  points  out  that  previous  to  the  Norman  invasion 
the  name  was  unknown  in  the  British  Isles,  while  it  was  well 
established  in  Normandy. 

In  the  poem  printed  In  the  year  1705  by  George  Jeffrey 
of  Edinburgh,  tho  following  notice  of  the  contro-versy 
appeared : 

Whethor  your  predecessors  first  obtain'd 
The  Campbol's  namo  from  martial  trophies  gain'd 
Or  'cause  they  did  the  most  of  raon  surpass 
In  a  good  symmetric  and  lovely  face.

In  the  early  battles  between  the  Highland  clans  and  in  the 

i 

intrigues  and  alliances  which  were  ever  developing  at  the 
Court,  the  Campbells  wore  sufficiently  sagacious  to  be 
found  almost  always  on  the  winning  side.  A  second  charac¬ 
teristic,  which  had  equal  if  not  greater  bearing  on  the 
growth  and  power  of  the  clan,  was  the  belief  that  falling 
in  love  with  a  woman  endowed  with  plenty  of  property  and 
good  connections  was  Just  as  easy  as  falling  in  love  with 
one  of  lesser  dower  interest,  and  far  more  sensible.  A 
considerable  portion  of  the  Campbell  holdings  came  as  the 
result  of  well-placed  marriages. 

A  third  quality,  without  which  the  first  two  would 
have  been  almost  or  entirely  Ineffective,  was  the  willing¬ 
ness  of  the  Campbells  to  toe  the  line  and  back  their  verbal 
claims  with  their  arms.  They  would  talk  their  way  through 
If  they  could,  but  they  were  there  with  the  stuff,  if 
necessary.  As  a  result,  for  centuries  they  were  regarded 
by  their  competitors  as  vicious,  which  seems  to  have  made 
not  an  ounce  of  difference  to  them.  In  a  rough,  tough 
country  where  at  best  a  living  came  hard,  they  walked 
stiff-necked  among  neighbors  who  asked  no  odds  and  gave 
none;  and  in  a  thousand  years  of  history  there  is  no

authentic  record  of  the  Campbells'  apologizing  when  they 
thought  they  were  in  the  right. 

"No  family  in  Scotland  of  similar  antiquity,  (for 
from  the  time  of  Bruce,  the  descent  is  clear)  can  produce 
so  long  a  catalog  of  men  equally  eminent." 

The  Romans  who  began  invading  Britain  in  55  B.  C., 
and  started  to  conquer  it  some  90  years  later,  apparently 
never  penetrated  Into  the  Campbell  country.  In  80  A.  D. 
when  Agrioola,  the  famous  general,  had  pushed  the  boundaries 
of  Roman-held  territory  northward  beyond  the  present  sites 
of  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh,  he  called  a  halt,  began  building 
a  huge  wall  with  deep  ditches  entirely  across  the  island 
from  Solway  Firth  to  tho  River  Tyne,  a  stretch  of  70  miles 
and  named  it  after  the  Roman  Emperor  Hadrian  who  was  the 
ruler  at  the  time.  Another  also  was  built  and  although 
they  are  over  18  hundred  years  old,  remains  of  it  can  still 
be  seen,  for  it  was  built  solidly  and  the  ditches  were 
deep. 

The  Stone  of  Scone,  on  which  MacAlpin  was  crowned,  is 
probably  the  most  famous  piece  of  unshaped  rock  in  the  world. 
It  was  stolen  from  Scotland  by  King  Edward  I  in  1296  and  is 
now  in  Westminster  Abbey.  It  rests  on  a  shelf  under  the 
seat  of  the  chair  where  the  Kings  and  Queens  of  England  are 
crowned.  It  carries  the  tradition  that  a  man  with  Scottish

blood  in  his  veins  will  come  to  be  ruler  of  any  country 
that  hold3  it.  When  a  Soot  went  finally  to  rule  Britain, 
he  found  the  atone  awaiting  him. 

Rock  and  Caatle,  Dunbarton  -  Greenock,  Scotland 
(Renfrewshire).  It  ia  probably  the  beat  known  landmark 
in  Western  Scotland  and  also  a  landmark  in  Campbell 
history.  The  atone  structure  waa  a  Campbell  reaidenoe 
when  a  Campbell  waa  Governor  of  the  Rock.  Near  here  at 
Greenock  is  buried  Mary  Campbell,  the  Highland  laaaie  to 
whom  Robert  Burns  addressed  many  of  his  poems. 

A  painting,  the  Last  Sleep  of  Argyll  -  Archibald 
Campbell,  ninth  Earl  of  Argyll,  was  the  second  of  the  two 
leaders  of  the  clan  ordered  under  the  Maiden  (The  Guillotine). 
His  fault  was  raising  an  insurrection  against  James  II,  King 
of  Britain.  When  Archibald  was  captured  and  brought  to  Edin¬ 
burgh  after  his  forces  had  been  dispersed,  he  was  imprisoned 
in  what  is  known  as  Argyll’s  Tower  in  the  Castle. 

It  was  his  practice  to  take  a  nap  each  day  after  his 
lunch,  and  on  the  day  of  his  execution,  he  saw  no  occasion 
to  make  an  exception.  When  the  guards  came  to  escort  him 
to  the  scaffold,  it  was  necessary  to  waken  him.  The  effect 
of  this  'incident  on  the  people  was  tremendous.  Argyll’s 
trial  and  execution  was  known  to  have  had  a  political  tinge 
and  his  calm  acceptance  of  his  fate  added  greatly  to  his 
prestige.  He  beoama  a  martyr  and  a  legend.  A  painting  on  the 
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piaster  wall  of  tho  Corridor  leading  from  the  Central  Hall  of 
the  Commons  Lobby  in  tho  House  of  Parliament,  London,  3hows 
Archibald  Campbell  reclining,  beautifully  dressed  in  tho  style 
of  that  period  with  lace  ruffles  at  throat  and  hands.  The  guards 
standing  at  the  foot  of  the  bed  with  hats  in  hand,  plumes  almost 
sweeping  the  floor,  seem  to  pause  before  speaking.  This  painting 
is  one  of  a  series  by  Matthew  Ward  to  commemorate  events  of  the 
Stuart  period. 

INVERARY  CASTLE,  where  the  Dukes  of  Argyll  live  and  are  chiefs 
of  Clan  Campbell.  The  ARMORY  AT  INVERARY  -  The  decorations  over 
the  door  and  fireplace  are  muskets  brought  home  from  Colloden  Fiel 
by  the  Campbells  in  171+5*  The  Castle  walls  are  lined  with  beauti¬ 
fully  painted  portraits  of  famous  men  and  women,  eaoh  of  whom  had 
a  part  in  the  history  of  the  family. 

Nial  Diarmid,  the  tenth  Duke  and  outstanding  authority  on 
Campbell  history  is  generous  with  his  time  in  conducting  visitors 
through  the  Castle  if  he  finds  them  genuinely  interested.  When 
General  Dwight  Eisenhower  and  his  party  were  viewing  the  various 
paintings,  the  Duke  pointed  out  to  them  a  Campbell  of  Lochnell. 

The  Duke  explained  that  here  was  a  man  who  had  much  to  do  with 
the  raising  of  the  "BLACK  WATCH."  Up  spoke  an  American  officer. 
"Hell,"  he  said,  "I  thought  the  Black  Watch  was  a  nigger  regiment. 
In  the  ensuing  silenoe,  Eisenhower  looked  meaningly  at  the  Duke 
and  winked.  The  latter  accepted  the  apology  and  proceeded  with  tl 
tour  of  the  Castle. 
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Bits  of  Information  abount  the  ARGYLL  CAMPBELL  CLAN 

A  CANOPIED  BED  IN  WHICH  ALL  THE  DUKES  DIE.  A3  they  got  old 
and  are  unable  to  negotiate  the  stairs  to  the  upper  rooms,  they 
begin  sleeping  in  the  bed  chamber  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Castle, 
Eventually  they  come  to  the  end  of  their  days  in  that  room. 

Among  the  treasures  in  the  Castle  is  a  large  library,  well 
selected  and  well  used  by  the  present  Duke.  Also  among  the  heir¬ 
looms  are  the  eye  glasses  of  Napoleon,  found  in  his  carriage, 
captured  at  Waterloo.  Fancy  work  done  by  Mary  Stuart  while 
visiting  her  Campbell  brother-in-law  at  Inverary,  is  another  of 
the  treasures  found  in  the  Castle. 

(Mary  Stuart  is  Mary  Queen  of  Scots.) 

In  1927  Glenn  H.  Campbell,  author  of  The  Campbells  are  Coming, 
on  his  way  to  Paris,  France,  asked  a  fellow  traveler  detouring 
through  Glasgow  to  bring  him  a  Campbell  plaid  from  Scotland.  The 
friend  reported  when  he  arrived  in  Paris  that  there  were  four 
kinds  of  Campbells  each  with  a  different  plaid.  This  was  news 
to  Campbell  who  found  upon  investigation  that  the  family  actually 
divided  into  Campbells  Argyll,  of  Breadalbane,  of  Cawdor,  and  of 
Loudoun. 

Said  the  Author:  "A  palm  reader  once  took  a  look  at  my  hand 
and  said  it  was  the  hand  of  the  most  stubborn  man  she  had  ever 
seen.  I  told  her  the  Campbells  had  been  over  a  thousand  years 
making  that  hand  for  me  and  that  a  lot  of  mighty  hard  living  had 
gone  onto  the  job,  but  she  knew  nothing  about  genet ios  and  did 
not  understand  what  I  was  driving  at."

CAMPBELL  OF  ARGYLL 

Known  as  the  race  of  Diarmid,  the  clan  Campbell 
was  for  centuries  a  most  powerful  influence  in  Argyll 
and  the  West  of  Scotland.  In  the  13th  Century  Archi¬ 
bald  Campbell  obtained  the  Lordship  of  Lochow  through 
his  marriage  with  the  daughter  of  the  King's  Treasurer, 
and  for  a  long  period  thereafter  the  Campbells  of  Lochow 
formed  one  of  the  chief  branches  of  the  clan. 

Sir  Colin  of  Lochow,  the  progenitor  of  the  Campbells 
of  Argyll,  was  knighted  in  1280,  and  from  him  the  chiefs 
of  the  Argyll  family  received  the  designation  MacCailean  Mor 
retained  by  the  Dukes  of  Argyll  till  the  present  day.  His 
descendant.  Sir  Duncan,  was  created  a  peer  by  King  James  II 
in  and  Duncan's  grandson,  Colin,  was  created  Earl  of 

Argyll  in  li|57  •  Archibald,  his  son,  who  was  Lora  High 
Chancellor,  was  killed  at  Flodden  in  1513* 

Archibald,  $th  Earl,  although  a  prominent  Reformer, 
commanded  the  army  of  Queen  Mary  at  the  Battle  of  Langside, 
while  his  brother,  Colin,  supported  the  young  King. 
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Archibald,  tho  7th  Earl,  commanded  the  army  which  waa 
defeated  by  tho  Earls  of  Huntley  and  Errol  in  1594 .  His 
son  was  the  leader  of  the  Covenanters.  Ho  waa  created 
Marquis  in  I6I4I,  but  in  spite  of  his  loyalty,  waa  bohoaded 
in  1661.  His  son  Archibald  was  also  beheaded  for  his  part 
in  the  Monmouth  Rebellion.  Archibald,  10th  Earl,  returned 
with  William  of  Orange,  and  by  him  was  elevated  to  a  Dukedom. 
John,  2d  Duke  of  Argyll,  was  created  Duke  of  Greenwich  in 
the  peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  present  chief  of  the  clan  is  Sir  Niall  Diarmid 
Campbell,  10th  Duke  of  Argyll.

On  February  11,  1782,  William  Lowndes  was  born  on 
the  Horseshoe  Plantation  in  the  Parish  of  St,  Bartholo¬ 
mew's,  Colleton,  South  Carolina,  Although  he  had  achieved 
national  reputation,  he  was  known  to  the  world  as  Lowndes 
of  Carolina,  He  would  have  described  himself  as  of 
St,  Bartholomew's  for  the  Carolinian  of  that  day,  like 
his  English  cousins,  always  identified  himself  with  the 
place  where  his  lands  lay,  and  was  first,  and  before  all 
things,  a  country  gentleman. 

He  was  the  youngest  and  only  surviving  child  of  the 
Honorable  Rawlins  Lowndes  by  his  third  wife,  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Colonel  Charles  Jones  of  Georgia, 

By  the  time  little  William  Lowndes  was  ten  months  old, 
(December  1782)  the  British  finally  departed  (Revolutionary 
period),  leaving  the  state  as  it  was  now  to  be  called,  to 
bind  the  wounds,  count  her  losses,  and  set  about  repairing 
them.  The  losses  were  indeed  heavy  to  the  planters  along 
the  coast,  whose  slaves  had  been  carried  off  by  the  hun¬ 
dreds,  generally  to  be  sold  in  the  West  Indies, 

Governor  Rutledge  writes  of  the  trials  of  the  people 
wherever  he  goes.  From  the  Northern  portion  near  the

border  of  North  Carolina,  he  says,  "It  was  melancholy 
to  see  the  desolate  condition  of  poor  Hill's  planta¬ 
tion  and  the  situation  of  hi3  family.  All  of  his  fine 
Ironworks,  mills,  dwelling  house,  and  buildings  of  every 
kind,  even  his  negro  houses,  reduced  to  ashes,  and  his 
wife  and  children  in  a  little  log  hut.  The  British  burned 
a  prodigious  number  of  houses,  and  turned  a  vast  number  of 
women,  formerly  of  easy  fortune,  with  their  ohildren, 
almost  naked  into  the  woods,  Tarleton  exceeded  his  usual 
barbarity,  for  having  dined  in  a  fine  home,  he  not  only 
burned  it,  but  drove  cattle,  hogs,  and  poultry  into  the 
bam  and  burned  the  whole.  Lord  Cornwallis  continues 
burning  and  hanging." 

Rawlins  Lowndes  died  in  1800  (Wm.  Lowndes'  father), 

A  few  months  later  his  mother  was  killed  by  a  run-a-way 
horse.  Sometime  later,  he  fell  in  love  with  and  proposed 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  Pinckney,  eldest  daughter  of  Major- 
General  Thomas  Pinckney,  a  quiet,  thoughtful  girl  about 
a  year  older  than  himself.  They  were  married. 

Mr.  Lowndes  spent  many  years  in  Congress,  doing  much 
which,  was  useful  in  building  up  the  country  left  ravaged 
by  the  Revolution.  He  and  John  C.  Calhoun  travelled  back 
and  forth  together  to  Washington  from  Carolina.  The  roads 
at  that  time  were  very  bad;  they  finally  bought  a  carriage

and  horoos  together,  trying  to  make  the  trips  a  little 
more  comfortable.  Mr.  Lowndes  was  Secrotary  of  the 
Treasury. 

Mr,  E,  S.  Thomas,  "Reminiscences  of  Sixty-fivo  years," 

I  was  In  Europe  and  followed  directly  in  the  path  of  Mr. 
Lowndes.  The  first  question  put  to  me  almost  on  all  occa¬ 
sions  was,  'Do  you  know  Mr,  Lowndes?'  His  greatness  and 
goodness  were  the  theme  of  every  tongue,"  One  said  of  him, 

"He  was  the  tallest,  the  most  unassuming  man  I  ever  saw,  and 
the  man  of  the  greatest  Intellect  I  ever  heard  speak." 

To  his  wife  Mr,  Lowndes  says,  "You  will  have  the  pleasure 
next  winter  of  seeing  a  painting  in  Charleston  by  Mr,  Morse, 
of  the  representative  chamber  with  the  portraits  of  sixty  or 
seventy  members.  As  usual,  I  refused  to  sit,  but  he  took  my 
face  from  the  gallery.  As  It  Is  a  profile,  and  I  never  saw 
my  own,  I  cannot  judge  the  likeness,  but  I  did  not  know  it 
when  I  saw  it.  They  say  it  is  a  caricature,  but  so  good  a 
one  that  It  is  Impossible  to  mistake  it.  The  artist  Is  very 
urgent  that  I  should  give  him  one  sitting  that  he  may  en¬ 
deavor  to  improve  it,  but  I  would  then  lose  the  compliment 
which  I  am  told  is  now  paid  me  by  those  who  see  the  picture 
that  I  am  not  as  ugly  as  represented." 

This  picture  -  the  only  one  of  Mr.  Lowndes  except  a 
miniature  which  shows  him  as  a  boy  of  six  years  -  now  hangs 
in  the  COCORAN  ART  GALLERY  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
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In  Mr.  Grayson's  Memoir  of  Mr.  Lowndes's  porsonal 
Appearance,  he  says:  "Ho  was  six  feet  tall,  slender  and 
loose-limbed,  ho  managed  his  length  easily.  Habitually 
grave  and  thoughtful,  with  manners  and  address  full  of 
dignity,  considerate  of  others." 

"At  a  publio  meeting  of  the  members  of  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  South  Carolina  in  1821  - 
this  resolution:  "Be  it  resolved  that  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  meeting,  under  the  existing  state  of  public  opinion 
in  reference  to  our  next  President,  that  no  individual  in 
the  Union,  unites  more  entirely  the  qualifications  for  this 
station,  with  the  prospect  of  success,  if  the  election  be 
left  entirely  with  the  people,  than  our  distinguished 
fellow-citizen,  William  Lowndes," 

Charleston,  January  1,  1822  -  My  dear  Sir,  If  we  could 
as  easily  make  you  our  next  President  as  we  passed  the  fore¬ 
going  resolutions,  I  do  not  know  that  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  could  possibly  make  the  Nation  a  more  benefioial 
New  Year's  present.

seat  in  Congro33  and  with  hio  wife  and  little  daughter, 
twelve  years  old,  and  their  faithful  servant,  Amy,  under- 
took  a  trip  to  Europe.  He  died  after  a  few  days  and  was 
burled  at  sea,  dying  at  the  age  of  forty. 

Mr.  Lowndes  left  three  children.  Rawlins,  married 
early  to  Miss  Hornby  and  died  without  issue.  The  second, 
Thomas  Pinckney,  married  Miss  Margaret  Washington,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Colonel  William  Washington  of  Revolutionary 
fame  and  died  early,  leaving  three  children.  One  and  only 
daughter,  Rebecca  Mott,  married  Edward  Cotesworth  Rut¬ 
ledge,  U.S.N.,  grandson  of  Governor  Rutledge,  and  died  at 
age  of  Q2.

Those 
who  have  ever  been  cabin  passengers  on  board  the  vessel 
whioh  he  commanded  oan  bear  witness  to  the  affability  of 
his  manners,  the  steadiness  of  his  deportment,  and  the 
disposition  which  he  always  manifested  to  render  their 
situation  agreeable. 
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SOME  RECENT  INFORMA  IT  ON  ON  THE  FAMILY  OF  CAPTAIN  ROBERT  CAMPBELL 
OF  THE  SLOOP,  GENERAL  WASHINGTON,  WHO  DIED  IN  1018,  WHILE  ENROUTE 

TO  SAVANNAH,  GEORGIA. 

Captain  Robert  Campbell  whose  homo  was  In  Greenock,  North 
Britain,  Scotland,  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Wilson.  Their  family 
consisted  of  one  son,  Archibald  .Campbell  and  two  daughters, 
Elizabeth  and  Mary.  Elizabeth  never  married,  Mary  married  a 
Cameron.  The  two  daughters  probably  never  came  to  America. 

A  telesoope  once  owned  by  Captain  Robert  Campbell  and  used 
on  his  voyages  between  England  and  America,  is  now  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  a  direct  descendant,  Archibald  Lawrence  Campbell,  of 
Winter  Haven,  Florida.  He  also  has  a  flute  handed  down  from  the 
same  source.  Another  proud  possession  is  a  picture  of  Archibald 
Campbell,  the  19  year  old  son  of  Captain  Robert  Campbell,  who 
came  to  Charleston  when  his  father  died  and  remained  in  this 
country  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

He  married  Ann  Sarah  McCants  who  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
McCants,  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  The  complete  summaries  of  their 
lives  and  those  of  their  children  are  to  be  found  in  their 
obituaries  which  follow  in  sequence. 

When  Archibald  Campbell  established  his  home  in  Charleston, 
there  was  an  uncle  Peter  who  made  many  visits  from  Scotland,  to 
the  home  of  his  nephew,  in  America.  We  have  not  yet  discovered 
the  last  name  of  this  relative  from  abroad.  It  probably  was, 
however,  Peter  Campbell.

Archibald  Campbell  was  the  only  son  of  Robert  Campbell 
of  the  British  Navy.  (Wm.  L.  King.  The  Newspaper  Press  of 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  Pages  174  ”  175*) 

Family  records  show  that  Robert  Campbell  was  a  Marine 
Engineer  and  plied  a  boat  between  Liverpool  Charles ton, and 
Savannah.  He  died  while  en  route  to  one  of  those  places, 
probably  the  latter,  as  family  tradition  is  that  Archibald 
who  accompanied  his  father  on  these  trips,  landed  in  Charles¬ 
ton  after  his  father's  death  and  was  befriended  by  Mr.  William 
Lowndes,  a  Scotchman,  of  that  city  who  took  him  into  his  home. 
This  seems  to  bo  verified  by  the  faot  that  Archibald  named 
one  of  his  sons  for  Mr.  Lowndes. 

King  states  that  Archibald  was  born  in  Greenock,  North 
Britain,  Scotland,  June  22,  1799*  He  married  Ann  Sarah  McCants, 
daughter  of  Joseph  McCants  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Parish,  Colle¬ 
ton  County,  South  Carolina. 

"Archibald  Campbell  will  be  remembered  as  an  able,  pure 
and  just  man.  Those  attributes  enabled  him  to  hold  for  nearly 
thirty  years  of  his  life  the  offioes  of  olerk  of  the  Court 
and  Commissioner  of  Equity  for  Beaufort  District." 
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ARCHIBALD  CAMPBELL  (1799  -  1866) 

(Wm.  L.  King)  When  the  Southern  Presbyterian,  the  moot 
variable  of  the  hobdomadals  -  weekly  -  first  published  at 
Milledgoville ,  Georgia,  and  edited  by  Rev.  Washington  Baird, 
was  removed  to  Charleston,  it  was  sold  after  twelve  months 
of  publication  to  a  company  composed  of  Joseph  A.  Enslow, 

John  M.  Fraser,  Wm.  Harrell,  James  M.  Caldwell  and  others. 

It  was  then  printed  and  issued  by  that  well-known  printer, 
John  B.  Nixon,  in  Meeting  Street,  next  to  the  Hibernian 
Hall. 

Subsequently,  early  in  1856  Archibald  Campbell  became 
the  Manager  and  directed  It  for  the  said  shareholders  until 
the  spring  of  1857*  when  he  relinquished  the  position  to 
assume  the  duties  of  City  Treasurer.  It  was  during  this 
period  in  1855  that  Mr.  Campbell  was  Superintendent  of  the 
Charleston  Orphanage.

Archibald  Campbell  and  wife,  Ann  Sarah  McCants, 
who  died  on  February  7#  1872,  are  buried  at  the  "Old  Burnt 
Church"  Pon  Pon  Chapel  of  Ease,  Pon  Pon,  South  Carolina. 

This  historio  old  cemetery  is  in  Colleton  County,  ten  miles 
from  Walterboro  on  the  Charleston  Highway,  four  miles  from 
Jacksonboro,  South  Carolina. 

The  hurricane  "Grade"  which  struck  the  coast  of 
South  Carolina  with  suoh  force  a  few  years  ago,  went 
through  the  "Old  Burnt  Church"  cemetery,  ripping  up  large 
trees  which  crashed  down  on  gravestones,  doing  much  damage. 
The  remnants  of  the  old  church  walls  still  standing  were 
knocked  down  and  the  briok  scattered. 
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The  Colonial  Damos  had  put  up  a  marker  tolling  about 
this  ancient  place,  but  all  thi3  waa  destroyed. 

Our  cousin,  Pauline  Beckham  of  Lancaster,  South 
Carolina,  goes  down  once  a  year  to  look  after  the  graves 
of  her  parents  buried  there,  and  also  to  do  what  she  can 
for  the  graves  of  Archibald  and  Ann  Sarah  McCants  Campbell, 
Oliver  Perry  Williams  and  Annie  Campbell  were  buried  on  ad¬ 
joining  lots  to  the  others. 

Pauline  says  that  huge  trees  are  down  on  the  graves. 

She  tried  to  get  the  highway  people  to  cut  the  trees  up  and 
move  them,  but  they  said  it  would  cost  too  much  to  get  the 
machinery  into  place.  I  can’t  see  why,  as  it  is  just  a  little 
way  off  the  highway  from  Charleston  to  Walterboro.

The  Zion  Presbyterian  Churoh  at  the  evacuation  of 
the  city,  was  used  by  the  Methodists  with  the  consent 
of  the  sexton  of  the  church.  Before  the  occupation  of  the 
city  by  Union  troops,  it  was  taken  possession  of  and  used 
by  some  colored  people,  and  finally  put  into  the  hands  of 
Rev.  Jonathan  Giles,  a  colored  preacher  connected  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  North,  Application  was  made  in 
November  last  for  the  restoration  of  the  property  to  its 
lawful  owners,  but  on  some  flimsy  pretense  of  ownership, 
set  up  by  the  Freedman's  Counselor  of  the  Northern  Presby¬ 
terian  Churoh,  the  application  was  refused  by  General  Saxton. 

With  earnest  and  patient  efforts  the  claim  of  the  owners 
was  urged  upon  General  Scott,  The  pretenses  of  the  Freedman's 
Committee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  were  abandoned,  and  after 
the  reference  of  the  matter  by  General  Scott  to  General  Howard 
in  Washington,  the  property  was  yesterday  restored  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  The  counsel  employed  in  the  case  by  the  owners  were 
Messrs.  Simondton  and  Barker  and  Porter  and  Conner,  who  after 
ten  months  of  the  most  diligent  and  persevering  exertions, 
have  the  great  satisfaction  of  seeing  their  efforts  crowned 
with  success.  The  following  is  the  order  of.  the  restoration:

profits  that  may  have  accrued  to  the  United  States  Government 
during  the  time. the  said  property  has  been  in  its  possession  and 
that  the  aforesaid  Corporation  of  Zion  Presbyterian  Church  re¬ 
linquishes  all  claims  against  the  United  States  Government  for 
damages,  by  direction  of  the  War  Department,  it  is  restored, 
subject  to  the  present  oooupanoy  of  the  premises  for  military 
purposes.

Hi3  religious  charactor  was  without  bleraiah.  For  years 
he  was  a  regular  communicant  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
was  an  old  and  faithful  Elder  in  that  body. 

On  leaving  the  church  in  Walterboro,  he  became  connected 

with  the  Second  Presbyterian  of  Charleston  and  was  soon  chosen 

! 

one  of  the  Ruling  Elders.  At  the  seccession  which  partly  formed 
the  Zion  Church,  he  cast  his  lot  with  the  latter  and  was  unani¬ 
mously  appointed  to  the  same  position. 

His  pastor,  the  Reverand  Mr.  Girardeau,  in  his  prayers  on 
last  Sabbath,  paid  a  beautiful  tribute  to  his  memory,  and 
besaught  that,  if  in  accordance  with  God’s  will,  his  life  might 
be  spared;  but  the  dread  flat  had  gone  forth,  and  at  two  o’clook 
on  Sunday  morning,  he  departed  this  life,  at  his  residence  in 
Summerville,  South  Carolina. 

The  funeral  took  place  at  Summerville  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
the  services  being  performed  by  the  Reverend  J.  L.  Girardeau,  and 
the  remains  were  taken  to  the  Burnt  Church,  Colleton  District 
for  interment. 
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Death  of  an  old  and  Honored  Citizen:  Our  community  ha3 
seldom  suffered  a  greater  loss  than  the  death  of  Mr.  Archibald 
Campbell,  the  popular  and  efficient  City  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Campbell  had  arrived  at  the  ripe  age  of  sixty-seven

and  his  long  life  had  been  ably  3pent  in  the  public  service. 

He  waa  born  at  Roaeneath,  Dunbartonshire,  Scotland,  but 
immigrated  to  this  country  when  18  years  of  age  and  settled  in 
Colleton  District. 

His  capabilities  were  appreciated  by  that  community,  and 
he  filled  the  several  positions  of  schoolmaster,  postmaster, 
commissioner  in  Equity  and  olerk  of  the  Court  at  Walterboro 
for  thirty  years  with  honor  to  himself. 

On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Dowees,  he  was  elected  to  the 
Stewardship  of  the  Orphan  House  of  Charleston,  which  position 
he  retained  for  some  years,  but  he  retired  in  order  to  super¬ 
intend  the  publication  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian. 

He  was  not  allowed  to  remain  in  this  occupation  long  how¬ 
ever,  as  he  was  elected  City  Treasurer  on  the  11th  of  March,  1857# 
succeeding  the  Honorable  N.  B.  Middleton. 

No  better  tribute  could  be  paid  him  than  the  statement  that 
in  all  the  troublous  times  recently  encountered  by  the  South, 

Mr.  Campbell  still  retained  his  place  and  was  only  released  by 
the  stern  hand  of  death  from  the  various  public  trust  in  the 
community.

Obituary 

MRS.  ANN  S.  CAMPBELL,  widow  of  the  lato  Archibald 
Campbell,  was  born  at  Round  0,  Colleton  County,  December  26, 
1798,  and  died  at  the  residence  of  her  son,  A.  L.  Camp¬ 
bell  (Archibald  Lawrence  Campbell)  near  Walterboro,  South 
Carolina,  February  6,  1872. 

She  was  reared  in  the  Episcopal  Church  and  became  a 
member  of  the  same  in  early  life,  but  about  the  year  1826, 
she  withdrew  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Church  and  from 
that  time  until  her  death,  she  was  a  faithful  and  consistent 
member.  She  loved  the  church  with  all  the  ardor  and  pious 
affection,  and  always  labored  earnestly  for  its  prosperity. 

The  weary  minister  always  found  her  house  a  pleasant 
home,  and  the  deep  piety  which  pervaded  her  nature,  con¬ 
nected  with  a  cultured  mind  and  genial  disposition  rendered 
her  society  pleasant  and  her  conversation  profitable  and 
instructive . 

She  had  a  remarkable  memory  and  was  able  to  relate 
incidents  of  thrilling  interest  which  occurred  in  her 
ohildhood.  It  was  the  writer* s  privilege  to  visit  this 
sainted  Mother  of  Israel  the  day  before  her  death.  It 
was  evident  to  all  that  she  was  sinking  and  oould  not 
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last  long,  but  there  waa  a  Hoavonly  poaco  and  calm  which 
mado  all  fool  wo  wore  in  the  immediacy  presence  or  one 
who  had  fought  a  good  fight,  had  finished  her  couroo,  and 
was  about  to  onter  upon  the  life  of  bliss  in  Hoaven. 

I  asked  her  how  she  felt  in  view  of  the  groat  change 
now  coming  upon  her.  She  replied,  "I  am  perfectly  resigned 
to  the  will  of  God."  She  requested  me  to  pray  with  her 
and  to  tell  her  beloved  Georgie,  my  afflicted  wife,  to  meet 
her  in  Heaven,  Never  shall  I  forget  that  solemn  hour.  She 
leaves  four  sons  and  many  relatives  and  friends  to  mourn 
their  loss,  but  her  gain.

Colonel  Archibald  Lawrence  Campbell,  a  graduate  of 
West  Point  in  I8I4I,  Civil  Engineer,  and  a  Colonel  in  the 
Confederate  War,  waa  the  oldest  son  of  Archibald  and 
Ann  Sarah  Me  Cants  Campbell,  He  was  bom  in  Waltorboro, 

South  Carolina,  October  21,  1822,  Four  years  after  his 
graduation,  July  7#  1845,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Blake 
Sanders  at  Walterboro,  South  Carolina.  His  wife  was  bom 
at  Round  0,  South  Carolina.  She  died  at  Rooty  Hill 
Plantation,  her  residence,  on  November  4#  1899,  age  53  years, 
Archibald  died  January  15,  1896.  Both  were  buried  at  tho 
Old  Burnt  Church,  The  New3  and  Courier,  Saturday  morning, 
January  18,  1899,  gives  the  following  article,  a  tribute  to 
Colonel  Campbell  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Stokes,  Walterboro,  South 
Carolina. 

"Archibald  Lawrence  Campbell,  late  of  Walterboro,  died 
at  his  home,  near  this  place  on  the  8th  of  January,  1896, 
in  the  7i|th  year  of  age.  Colonel  Campbell  was  a  remarkable 
man.  Ho  filled  up  tho  measure  of  manhood  and  none  more  truly 
illustrated  the  sooial  and  political  history  of  lower  Carolina 
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COLOhEL  ARCHIBALD  LAWRENCE  CAMPBELL 

Ho  was  by  Instinct,  as  well  as  by  character  and 
culture,  a  type  of  the  Carolina  gontloman  of  "Yo  olden 
time."  Ho  had  the  advantages  in  oarly  lifo  of  the  boat 
schools,  rounding  up  hi3  course  of  study  at  Woot  Point  in  1041* 
The  profession,  as  suited  to  his  taste,  ho  chose  was  civil  en¬ 
gineering,  and  from  the  date  of  his  advent  into  business  life, 
filled  the  largest  space  in  the  eye  of  the  public,  being  the 
most  accurate  surveyor  in  South  Carolina. 

He  was  a  soldier  and  on  officor  in  the  Confederate  War 
and  was  noted  for  his  gallantry,  generally  and  especially 
for  his  masterly  disposition  of  troops  in  time  of  battle. 

At  Honey  Hill,  being  the  Commanding  Officor,  with  a  force 
of  ten  to  one  against  him,  in  an  open  pino  wood,  nothing 
between  his  force  and  the  enemy  but  morass,  springy  ground, 
difficult  for  cavalry  to  cross,  he  with  hia  piney  woods 
marksmen,  pierced  the  right  wing  of  the  enemy1 s  cavalry 
and  drove  them  from  the  field,  ably  assisted  by,  however, 

Lieut.  Saxby  and  Captain  Henry  Raysor. 

"He  was  a  Mason  of  time-honored  momory.  He  had  faith 
in  its  principles  and  acted  up  to  its  precepts  and  teach¬ 
ings.  He  is  gone  and  long  will  it  be  before  we  shall  look 
upon  his  like  again. 
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"This  la  a  trlbuto  to  his  worth,  a  loaf  tom  fr ora  tho 
memory  of  a  brother  In  Masonry  and  a  Confodorato  comrade 
In  war . "

ANNIE  CAROLINE  CAMPBELL,  eldest  daughter  of  Archibald  and 
Ann  Sarah  McCants  Campbell  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  She 
was  married  at  19  to  Oliver  Perry  Williams,  a  graduate  of  Ran¬ 
dolph  Macon  College  in  Virginia.  He  later  studied  law  at 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  under  Judge  Presley.

They  alternated,  however,  between  their  town  residence  and  their 
plantation  called  Baracada,  which  was  some  four  miles  in  the 
country. 

The  portrait  of  Annie  Caroline  Campbell  shows  her  to  have 
been  a  dark-eyed  beauty  with  slender  waist  and  lovely  hands. 

Her  eldest  son,  Archibald  Campbell  Williams,  always  spoke  to 
his  own  ohildren  of  his  mother  as  a  beautiful  woman.  Her  large 
family  of  children  were  orphaned  early  as  she  died  at  the  age 
of  thirty-four. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  one  of  her  sons,  William 
Williams,  took  her  portrait  and  that  of  her  husband  to  Florida 
where  they  were  kept  together  until  many  years  later  when  they 
were  passed  on  to  another  generation.  Oliver  Perry  Williams  had 
requested  that  they  never  be  separated.

Willium  Lowndes  Campbell,  son  of  Archibald  Campbell 
and  Ann  Sarah  McCants  Campbell,  wa3  born  in  1330.  He  was 
married  twice;  first,  to  Jemima  Rivera  on  November  27,  1851, 
at  Waltorboro,  South  Carolina,  by  the  Reverand  Edward  Palmer;

"Mr.  William  Campbell,  the  City  Treasurer  of  Charleston, 
died  at  Summerville  yesterday.  He  is  a  loss  to  this  community 
and  there  will  be  general  and  sincere  sorrow  at  his  taking  off. 
Mr.  Campbell  was  a  gallant  soldier  during  the  late  war;  he  was 
a  most  excellent  and  useful  citizen  in  time  of  peace.  In  his 
private  life  he  lived  above  reproach;  in  his  public  career 
he  discharged  with  his  whole  duty  to  the  State  and  City.  The 
City  Treasurer  under  four  administrations  and  under  three

Colonel  Robert  Campbell  was  the  father  of  Robert,  William, 
and  Effie  Campbell.

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  of 
Charleston,  held  on  Pbbruary  14#  the  following  me¬ 
morial  to  the  late  Wm.  Lowndes  Campbell,  City  Treas¬ 
urer,  prepared  by  special  committee  consisting  of  C .  S. 
Gadsden,  Zimmerman  Davis,  and  R.  S.  Cathcart  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted: 

A  well-spent  life  where  public  duties  have  received 
careful  attention;  social  relations  have  been  sacredly 
observed;  and  moral  obligations  faithfully  discharged 
to  other  lives.  Such  a  life  was  the  subject  of  this 
notice . 

William  Lowndes  Campbell,  late  City  Treasurer  of 
Charleston,  was  born  in  Walterboro,  South  Carolina, 

April  9,  -1831.  With  the  best  educational  advantages 
which  the  vicinity  offered,  he  entered  commercial  life 
in  his  native  town.  The  advent  of  the  Civil  War  (Con¬ 
federate  War)  called  him  into  active  service  and  for  some 
months,  as  Lieutenant  of  Company  A,  11th  Carolina  Regiment, 
he  served  along  the  sea  coast  of  South  Carolina  and  in  de¬ 
fense  of  the  harbor  of  this  city.  Mr.  Campbell's  most 
arduous  service  was  within  the  walls  of  Fort  Sumter.  Here 
under  the  command  of  the  late  General  Stephen  Elliott,  he 
shared  the  perils  and  heartily  joined  in  the  duties  of  a 
defense  which  has  passed  into  history.

The  11th  Rogimont  was  subsequently  ordorod  to  Virginia, 
where  upon  a  widor  fiold  Liout.  Campboll  rose  to  tho  Cap¬ 
taincy  of  hia  company  and  participated  In  tho  dosing  acta 
of  tho  groat  drama.  Captured  in  this  aorvico,  ho  was  Im¬ 
prisoned  for  somo  months  in  tho  North  and  then  brought 
South  to  bo  exposed  on  Morris  Island  to  Confodorato  bat¬ 
teries  in  that  woll-romomberod  retaliatory  measure. 

At  the  dose  of  hoatilities  Captain  Campboll  returned 
to  his  homo  in  Walterboro  to  find  that  his  soctlon  of  the 
prostrate  state  was  wholly  under  the  domination  of  a  lawless 
colored  majority. 

Moving  to  Charleston  with  his  father’s  family,  Mr. 
Campboll  soon  entered  the  service  of  the  city  in  the  Treas¬ 
urer's  office.  There  In  a  subordinate  capacity  he  served 
consecutively  under  the  administration  of  his  father, 
Archibald  Campbell,  Stephen  Thomas,  Sr.,  and  P.  I.  Coogan. 

On  the  latter's  death,  Mr.  Campbell  succeeded  to  the  office 
of  Treasurer  of  the  City,  having  been  elected  October  19, 

1875. 

We  wish  to  place  on  record  this  testimony  to  duty  well 

done . 


Through  all  these  eighteen  years  the  office  of  City 
Treasurer  has  been  administered  by  Mr.  Campbell  with  care¬ 
ful  attention  to  its  manifold  and  perplexing  duties, 
coupled  with  a  courtesy  in  his  relations  to  the  public 
which  have  won  for  him  the  respect  and  kindly  regard  of 
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this  entire  community.  So  firmly  did  he  becorao  ontronchod 
in  the  estimation  of  our  citizens  that  no  one  over  sought 
to  challenge  his  claim  to  ro-elootion.  "Faithful  unto  death" 
is  the  record  of  his  official  life. 

Outside  of  this  official  relation,  Mr.  Campbell  shunned 
publicity  and  keenly  enjoyed  the  society  of  his  friends,  aa 
his  own  attachment  and  loyalty  to  these  friends  knew  no 
limit.

And  although  a  circumstance 
graciously  alleviated  by  her  departure  from  among  friends  and 
relatives  and  in  the  home  of  a  beloved  undo  -  yet  a  trial  that 
can  be  known  only  to  those  who  have  had  to  undergo  a  like  dis¬ 
pensation  from  Heaven. 

With  the  double  view  of  visiting  relatives  and  of  completing 
her  studies  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  them,  engaged  at  the 
head  of  a  flourishing  Institution  -  she  left  her  home  some 
months  ago,  and  it  constitutes  a  pleasant  reflection  to  her 
surviving  friends  that,  by  her  amiable  deportment,  she  readily 
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MARY  W.  CAMPBELL 

won  the  warm  attachment  of  her  now  acquaintances.  As  all 
bocamo  intorostod  In  her  oponing  life,  so  all  foolingly 
deplore  her  oarly  death. 

But  in  recording  the  painful  events  that  have  wrung 
parents'  hearts  with  anguish  and  thrown  the  mantle  of 
grief  over  near  and  dear  relations,  it  is  pleasant  to 
register  also  the  mercy  of  God  in  her  recent  and  early 
conversion  to  Christ.  Some  months  before  hor  death,  she 
attended  a  religious  meeting  which  being  blessed  to  her 
issued  in  her  subsequent  union  with  the  Church  of  Christ. 

She  consecrated  herself  to  her  Redeemer  and  joined  the 
communion  of  saints  on  earth.  Hor  last  words  were:  "I  am 
dying  -  I  am  going  to  Heaven."  Sweet  surrender  of  spirit  Into 
the  hands  of  a  redeeming  Jesus.

ROBERT  CAMPBELL,  1838  -  1876,  lawyer  and  soldier,  was 
the  son  of  Archibald  Campbell  and  wife,  Ann  Sarah  KcCants 
Campbell.  He  was  bom  August  20,  1838.  He  married  Mary 
Frances  Heath,  daughter  of  Samuel  A.  Heath.  She  was  bom 
December  5#  I8I4I.  She  died  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on  the 
9th  instant,  "Mary  Fannie,  relict  of  the  late  Colonel  Robert 
Campbell  of  Walterboro,  South  Carolina." 

Colonel  Robert  Campbell  and  wife  Fannie  Heath  Campbell 
were  the  parents  of  Robert,  William,  and  Effie.  Effie  was 
considered  a  beautiful  woman,  dark  eyes  and  lovely  features. 
She  married  Rudolph  Seigling  of  Charleston,  S.  C..  Her  homo. 
No.  9  East  Battery,  was  sold  at  her  death  to  the  Guggeinheim 
family  who  occupied  the  place  for  some  time  end  then  sold  it 
to  the  Hastie  family  who  own  the  Magnolia  Gardens,  who  now 
live  there  and  have  done  so  for  a  good  many  years. 
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The  Campbell  homo  In  Waltorboro,  S.  C.  >  wa3  the  houoo 
ownod  by  Mr.  John  Lucas.  It  has  boon  tom  down  and  replacod 
by  a  filling  station.  An  interesting  anocdoto  concerning 
Col.  Campbell  is  that  he  once  bought  a  Louisiana  lottory  ticket 
and  won  $5>00  with  which  he  bought  a  handsomo  bedroom  suite. 

After  his  death  and  that  of  hi3  wife,  it  wa3  bought  by 
Colonel  John  Edwards,  and  when  the  latter  died,  it  was  be¬ 
queathed  .to  Dr.  Charles  E.  EsDorn,  a  Walterboro  physician, 
by  Col.  Edwards*  widow.  When  Dr.  EsDorn  died,  he  left  the 
bed  and  bureau  suite  to  Miss  Amelia  Fraser  of  Walterboro,  S.  C., 
who  still  has  it  .  in  her  possession. 

Alongside  the  graves  of  Colonel  Campbell  and  his  wife 
in  Live  Oak  Cemetery,  Walterboro,  S.  C.,  is  the  grave  of 
Miss  Eliza  Ann  Koger,  who  died  /January  28,  1696.  She  served 
as  governess  in  the  Campbell  family  and  loved  the  children 
as  her  own.  Miss  Koger  afterwards  taught  a  private  school 
in  Walterboro. 

The  esteem  in  which  Colonel  Robert  Campbell  was  hold 
by  his  fellow  lawyers  is  shown  by  the  following  epitaph: 

'‘Here  rests  the  mortal  remains  of  Col.  Robert  Campbell 
who  departed  this  life  January  26,  1876,  age  37  years  5  months 
and  6  days.  A  wise  Counsellor,  a  true  friend,  and  a  patriot. 

In  Peace  and  War,  he  faced  the  ills  of  life  and  death  with 
Christian  hope.

Archibald  Campbell  had  been  City  Treasurer  of  Charles¬ 
ton,  for  many  years  in  1862,  We  assume  that  he  wrote  the 
Memorial  document  after  closing  hours  when  he  might  be  alone 
with  his  thoughts.  He  must  then  have  placed  it  away  between 
the  leaves  of  an  old  tax  book  where  it  lay  in  obscurity  for 
almost  a  century. 

A  letter  on  the  preceding  page,  from  Mr.  A.  J.  Tamsberg, 
Clerk  of  Council,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  to  State  Histo¬ 
rian,  Mr.  A.  S.  Salley  about  finding  the  letter,  was  dated 
March  25,  1957,  and  the  death  of  young  Daniel  occurred  on 
October  22,  1862,  a  period  of  95  years  before  discovery.

Daniel  Porteous  Campbell  -  born  In  Walterboro,  S.  C. ,  In 
April  l8i|l,  entered  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy,  Jan¬ 
uary  1858  -  graduated  April  1861.  He  was  one  of  the  detach¬ 
ment  of  Cadets  who  fired  on  the  "Star  of  the  West"  in  an 
attempt  to  reinforce  the  garrison  of  Fort  Sumter.  This  was 
the  first  to  open  hostilities  of  the  Revolution:  The  spark 
that  kindled  the  blaze  of  battle  which  has  since  spread 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  Confederacy. 

In  his  senior  year  Cadet  Campbell  was  appointed  one  of 
the  drill  masters  of  the  9th  S.C.V.  Infantry  by  Col.  W.  C. 
Heyward,  in  which  capacity  he  gained  the  approbation  of  his 
Superiors  for  efficiency  and  soldierly  bearing,  while  his 
open,  generous  heart  and  gentlemanly  conduct  endeared  him 
to  all. 

After  graduation  he  joined  Company  I,  11th  S.C.V.  In¬ 
fantry  as  a  private,  where  his  abilities  were  made  manifest 
in  the  improvement  of  the  corps.  Whilst  acting  as  secretary 
to  a  Court  Martial  trial  in  session  at  Pocotaligo,  S.  C., 
the  enemy  landed  at  Mackay’s  Point  and  attempted  to  reach 
the  Rail  Road  at  Pocotaligo.  Being  Invited  to  join  the 
staff  of  the  Commanding  Officer,  Col.  Walker,  he  declined 
saying,  "in  action  my  place  is  with  my  Company." 
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Shouldering  hie  musket,  he  entered  the  ranks  of  his 
Company  ana  with  the  foremost,  fighting,  fell. 

His  conduct  on  thi3  memorable  day  was  remarkable  for 
coolnoss  and  forethought.  Though  a  private,  ho  com¬ 
manded  a  section,  and  it  was  while  encouraging  his  men 
that  he  was  killed. 

Endowed  by  Heaven  with  generous  impulses,  a  graceful 
person  with  unusual  ability,  a  bright  future  and  a  hope¬ 
ful  heart,  upon  the  very  threshold  of  a  life  which  promised 
so  much  usefulness  and  happiness,  he  died  age  21  years.  It 
was  not  known  to  him  that  a  few  days  before  his  death,  he 
was  appointed  by  the  War  Department  at  Richmond  to  a  Lieu¬ 
tenancy  in  the  Army.

Thank  you  for  your  interesting  letter  of  December  27.  Our  records 
indicate  that  a  D.  P.  Campbell  transferred  to  The  Citadel  from  the 
Arsenal  in  Columbia  January  1,  1358,  and  that  he  v/as  graduated  April 
8,  1862.  He  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Pocotaligo.  Enclosed  is  a 
copy  of  our  permanent  record  card  for  your  records. 

In  1842  the  Citadel  in  Charleston  and  the  Arsenal  in  Columbia  were 
established  as  educational  institutions  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature. 

In  January,  1910,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  fixing  the  title 

of  the  Citadel  as  "The  Citadel,  the  Military  College  of  South  Carolina." 

In  1861,  therefore,  this  institution  was  known  as  the  Citadel. 

We  hope  this  information  will  help  you  in  your  research  on  the 
youngest  son  of  your  great  grandfather,  Archibald  Campbell.

In  I8I4.O  William  Williams  and  wife,  Jane  Rutherford  Davis, 
made  their  home  at  Broxton's  Ford,  later  called  Broxton's  Bridge, 
on  the  Salkahatchie  River,  The  dictionary  says  that  a  ford  is  a 
place  where  a  river  or  other  water  may  be  crossed  by  man  or  beast 
by  wading.  Perhaps  they  forded  the  river  before  the  bridge  was 
built . 

William  Williams*  progenitors  came  to  the  United  States 
of  Amerioa  from  Wales,  one  of  whom  was  Governor  of  the  colony  of 
Alabama  in  Colonial  times.  One  of  the  Fox-Wrllliams  descendents 
who  lives  in  Alabama  wrote  me  recently  that  he  had  seen  the 
portrait  of  this  early  Colonial  Governor  there  in  the  State 
Capitol. 

The  Williamses  were  said  to  have  first  settled  in  North 
Carolina.  Thi3  seems  to  have  been  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  one 
of  the  William  Williams*  plantations  was  said  to  be  near  Henderson¬ 
ville,  North  Carolina. 

Tradition  has  it  that  William  Williams  owned  four  plantations 
with  a  hundred  slaves  each.  The  names  of  these  places  were 
Broxton's  Ford,  Red  Bank,  White  Hall,  and  "Buck  Head"  the  latter 
consisting  of  twelve  hundred  acres.  I  have  heard  my  uncles  and 
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THE  HONORABLE  WILLIAM  'WILLIAMS 


my  father  apeak  of  thia  place.  The  name  lndlcatea  good 
hunting  for  deer,  which  were  quite  plentiful  in  thoae 
daya . 

According  to  what  we  actually  know  about  him,  every¬ 
thing  aeema  to  indicate  that  he  was  wealthy  or  lived  com¬ 
fortably,  He  had  a  large,  handsomely  framed  portrait 
painted  of  himaelf,  Alao  he  was  elected  Senator  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  where  he  served  through  several  terms  and 
sent  his  only  son,  Oliver  Perry  Williams,  to  Randolph  Macon 
College  where  he  graduated. 

About  the  portrait  --  William  Williams  told  his  grandson, 
Archibald  Campbell  Williams,  that  the  artist  who  painted  the 
picture  suggested  that  he  hold  a  red  handkerchief  In  his  hand 
to  give  a  touch  of  color.  This  he  did  but  the  passage  of 
time  has  dimmed  the  coloring  to  a  great  extent. 

A  REMINISCENCE 

(One  of  my  earliest  memories  is  of  this  lovely  portrait 
hanging  over  a  handsome  square -typed  piano  with  much  hand 
carving  on  the  music  rack  and  legs.  This  was  in  the  homo  of 
my  father's  brother,  namesake  of  the  original  William  Williams, 
an  aristocratic  looking  man  who  wore  English  tweeds  and  drove 
matching  bay  horses  to  a  buggy.) 

At  a  political  meeting,  July  15,  1853#  the  account  of  which 
I  shall  give  in  full  on  another  page,  William  Williams  was  asked 
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TIIS  HONORABLE  WILLIAM  WILLIAMS 

to  givo  a  toast.  Ho  responded  with  tho  following:  "Agricul¬ 
ture,  tho  basis  of  National  Wealth." 

His  multiplo  plantations  and  hi3  toast  to  agriculture 
indicate  that  he  had  much  interest  along  these  linos.  Moat 
of  the  wealth  of  tho  South  wa3  based  on  the  cultivation  of 
cotton  on  a  large  scale,  it  being  referred  to  at  that  time 
as  nKing  Cotton." 

William  Williams  was  a  State  Senator,  years  1845-185°“ 
1854*  Journal  of  the  Senate  of  South  Carolina,  page  2.  He 
also  signed  the  Ordinance  of  Nullification  in  1832,  see 
original  document,  office  of  South  Carolina  Historical  Commis¬ 
sion;  see  also  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  known  aa  the  Nullification  Convention. 

Nullification:  "In  American  politics  the  doctrine  formerly 

held  by  the  extreme  State* s  Rights  Party,  of  the  right  to 
declare  a  law  of  the  Congress  unconstitutional  and  void,  and 
if  the  Federal  Government  attempted  to  enforce  it,  to  withdraw 
from  the  Union. " 

William  Williams  and  wife,  Jane  Rutherford  Davis,  had  only 
one  son,  Oliver  Perry  Williams.  Their  only  daughter,  Eugenia, 
died  young. 

This  was  long,  long  ago.  Nothing  remains  of  Broxton’s 
Bridge  except  some  tremendous  and  ancient  trees.  There  are 
no  signs  of  a  family  burying  plot.  One  descendent  said  that 
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THE  HONORABLE  WILLIAM  WILLIAMS 

it  was  thought  that  tho  grave3  and  markers  may  have  boon 
destroyed  by  the  freod  slaves  after  tho  Civil  War.

the  volyme  is  expected  this  summer.  Tho  book  will  comprise 
complete  rosters  of  the  State  Senate  and  biographical  sketches 
of  all  members. 

Senate  Resolution  694#  adopted  on  March  12,  provided  for 
the  publication  of  the  roster  and  biographical  sketches  of 
all  Senators  who  have  sorved  in  the  General  Assembly  of  South 
Carolina  since  the  first  session  of  the  upper  body  under  state¬ 
hood  in  1779  through  the  session  of  1958- 

Senator  Baskin  said  that  the  volume  will  be  distributed 
to  all  high  schools  and  libraries  of  tho  state,  to  county  and 
state  historical  societies,  and  to  all  institutions  of  higher 
learning  in  the  stato. 

Senator  A.  Fletcher  Reynolds,  Stato  Librarian,  is  secretary 
of  the  committee  and  co-editor  of  the  "Biographical  Directory." 
Joan  Reynolds  Faunt  is  co-editor.

Rosters  or  the  Stato  Senators  by  General  Assemblies 
and  by  counties  and  by  preceding  parishes  and  districts 
have  already  boon  compiled,  using  the  State  Journals  a3  the 
source. 

A  tremendous  amount  of  biographical  data  has  already  been 
accumulated;  but  the  committee  is  still  gathering  material, 
especially  on  the  earlier  Senators.  We  have  a  generous  re¬ 
sponse,  both  from  individuals  and  from  historical  societies, 
and  the  assistance  given  by  present  members  of  the  Senate 
has  been  especially  gratifying.

He  waa  in  General  Barnwell's  Brigade  at  the  siege  of  Charles 
Town.  In  January  1783#  he  made  requisition  for  pay  for  15  months 
as  Colonel. 

He  assisted  in  establishing  American  Independence  while 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  Captain,  Major,  Lt.  Colonel,  and  Colonel. 

He  was  a  Member  of  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina, 
a  Patriot  and  furnished  supplies. 

Colonel  William  Davis  was  married  twice,  first  to  Annie 
McLeod  about  1760.  He  then  married  Rebecca  Weakley  about  1786.

He 
later  studied  law  under  Judge  Presley  at  Charloston  and 
after  having  been  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  practiced  law 
at  Walterboro  and  Beaufort,  South  Carolina.

In  1845  he  married  Annie  Caroline  Campbell  of  Charles¬ 
ton,  South  Carolina.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Archibald 
Campbell,  who  came  to  this  country  from  Greenock,  Renfrew¬ 
shire,  Scotland.  His  home  in  Scotland  was  called  Roseneath. 
He  was  of  the  Argyll  Campbell  Clan. 

Oliver  Perry  Williams  and  wife  spent  some  months  of  the 
year  at  their  home  in  Walterboro,  then  found  it  agreeable 
to  move  out  to  their  plantation,  called  "Baracada,"  about 
four  miles  from  town,  to  see  that  all  was  going  well  with 
the  growing  things  and  the  many  slaves  who  cultivated  the 
land,  ran  the  household  etc.

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BOMBARDMENT  OP  FORT  SUMTER 
OPENS  HOSTILITIES  OP  THE  CIVIL  WAR 

On  withdrawal  of  South  Carolina  from  the  Union  in 
December,  i860,  ,the  North's  Major  Anderson,  in  command 
of  the  defenses  of  Charleston  Harbor,  abandoned  the  other 
forts  and  occupied  Fort  Sumter,  mounting -62  guns  with  a 
garrison  of  some  80  men.  To  strengthen  the  defenses  of  the 
city,  THE  FORT  MUST  BE  REGAINED.  To  do  this,  the  commander 
of  the  confederate  forces  at  Charleston,  General  Beauregard, 
opened  hostilities  of  the  Civil  War  by  bombarding  Fort  Sumter 
on  April  12,  1861.  It  surrendered  on  the  fourteenth. 

YOUNG  GIRL  HEARS  ROAR  OF  FIRST  GUNS  OF  CIVIL  WAR 

A  young  girl,  Caroline  Catherine  Fox,  just  llj.  years 
of  age  when  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Sumter  began,  lived  on 
her  father's  plantation  about  30  miles  from  Charleston  on  the 
road  to  Walterboro,  South  Carolina.  She  and  her  father.  Rev. 
William  Fox,  were  walking  in  their  garden  this  April  12,  1861, 
when  she  heard  some  loud  explosions  similar  to  thunder.  She 
remarked  that  it  must  be  going  to  rain.  Her  father  said,  "No 
Child,  that  noise  is  the  firing  of  cannon, "  Those  frightening 
sounds  which  echoed  like  thunder  were,  indeed,  the  first  guns 
fired  on  Fort  Sumter,  which  announced  to  the  world  that  the 
Civil  War  was  on  In  all  its  fury. 
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REMINISCENCES  -  as  told  by  MRS.  CAROLINE  FOX  WILLIAMS 

Becoming  an  orphan  in  1862,  Caroline  Fox  Williams  uaa 
placed  in  a  school  for  young  ladiea  at  York,  South  Carolina, 
which  was  run  by  a  Mrs.  Blum.  She  WQ3  enrolled  in  the  school 
by  her  brother  who  was  six  years  her  senior,  Isaiah  I.  Fox. 

Though  very  young  himself,  he  assumed  the  responsibility  of  her 
welfare  and  thought  she  might  continue  her  studies  more  safely 
at  this  place,  which  was  located  a  little  farther  away  from  the 
actual  fighting  and  dangers  of  the  ensuing  war. 

Isaiah  I.  Fox  who  was  only  20  years  of  age  when  the  war 
began,  entered  the  company  of  his  brother.  Captain  John  R.  P. 

Fox,  as  orderly  sergeant.  This  company  was  attached  to  Colonel 
Black's  regiment  and  was  ordered  to  Virginia  in  June  1862. 

Caroline  Catherine  Fox  said  her  brothers  told  of  gay  evenings 
spent  with  other  officers  around  the  campfires  in  Virginia  and 
of  their  visits  to  any  pretty  girls  and  lovely  ladies  which 
might  bo  in  the  vicinity.  One  of  the  most  popular  and  dashing 
of  these  cavalrymen  was  the  famous  Major  General  J.E.B.  Stuart, 
familiarly  known  as  Jeb  Stuart,  who  whistled  and  sang  constantly 
his  favorite  love  song,  being,  "Sweet  Evelena."

During  the  heavy  fighting  at  Brandy  Station,  Caroline’s 
older  brother.  Captain  John  R.  P.  Fox,  was  wounded;  and  in  the

attompt  to  avoid  capture,  ho  crawled  into  a  ditch  to  hide  from 
the  enoray,  but  his  big,  white,  and  faithful  horse  followed  and 
stood  over  him  waiting  for  him  to  mount.  This  gave  away  his 
position  causing  him  to  be  captured. 

When  Lieutenant  Isaiah  I.  Fox  saw  his  brother  being  taken 
away,  he  ordered  his  men  to  charge  and  take  him  back.  With 
tears  streaming  down  his  face,  blackened  with  the  grime  of  fight¬ 
ing,  he  gave  the  order  again  and  again  to  charge,  but  his  superior 
officer  would  not  allow  this  because  he  saw  the  Yankee  troops  had 
formed  a  half  moon  around  them  and  if  they  had  charged,  they 
would  all  have  been  captured. 

Captain  John  R.  P.  Fox  wa3  taken  to  Sandusky,  Ohio,  where 
he  remained  until  the  close  of  the  war.  During  this  time  he  was 
one  of  a  party  who  escaped  from  prison,  but  the  weather  was  so 
intensely  cold  that  after  many  hardships,  they  were  forced  to 
return  for  shelter. 

When  Captain  Fox  was  released  from  prison,  he  immediately 
began  his  long  journey  home  walking,  perhaps,  most  of  the  way. 
Arriving  at  night,  he  gave  his  usual  whistle,  a  signal  his  wife 
instantly  recognized.  When  he  entered,  tired,  worn,  and  emaciated, 
he  was  scarcely  recognizable  except  for  his  voice.  His  family 
had  given  him  up  for  dead  as  they  had  not  received  any  news  of 
him  for  such  a  long  time. 

The  beautiful  white  horse  which  had  borne  him  into  so  many 
of  the  big  battles  up  to  June  9,  1863,  when  he  was  captured  at

the  battla  of  Brandy  Station,  was  at  homo  waiting  for  him  when 
ha  raturnad.  Soma  of  his  man,  after  a  minor  but  decisive  battla 
of  their  own,  took  him  away  from  the  Yankee  troops  and  sent  him 
home  with  a  detachment  of  wounded  soldiers  being  sent  back  to 
Carolina. 

The  horse’s  name  had  an  interesting  story  attached.  He 
was  first  called  Eagle  for  an  old  Indian  friend.  When 
Captain  Fox  went  to  war,  however,  he  called  him  War  Eagle. 

This  Indian  friend  also  gave  him  his  blessing  in  the  form 
of  a  little,  brown,  heart-shaped  rock  as  a  good  luck  charm.  It 
really  did  seem  to  work.  Who  knows,  perhaps  the  Great  White 
Father  released  some  good  Indian  spirit  from  the  Happy  Hunting 
Ground  to  accompany  the  charm  and  bring  Captain  Fox  through  the 
holocaust  of  war  safely  baok  to  home  and  family* 

Captain  John  R.  P.  Fox  served  two  or  three  terms  in  the 
State  Legislature  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  He  was  there  in 
1892.  He  was  also  a  devout  Christian  and  served  as  Deacon  and 
Church  Clerk  at  Sauldam  Baptist  Church,  Rantowles,  South  Carolina. 

A  copy  of  Life  Magazine,  1961,  carried  a  graphic  picture  on 
the  cover,  of  the  battle  of  Brandy  Station,  in  which  the  two 
factions  of  the  armies  of  the  North  and  South  came  crashing  into 
each  other  so  realistically  that  one  could  almost  hear  the  clash 
of  sabers  and  the  shouts  of  men  as  they  came  together  on  that 
June  9,  I863.

In  the  forefront  of  this  picture  was  a  large,  white  horse, 
dashing  along  riderless,  mane  and  bridle  flying  in  the  wind  as 
he  strove  mightily  to  reach  safer  ground. 

Of  course,  I  thought  of  my  mother's  two  brothers  and  the 
story  she  so  often  told  me  of  the  valiant  horse  and  the  part 
he  so  innooently  played  in  the  capture  of  her  older  brother  so 
long  ago.  To  me,  the  story  of  "War  Eagle"  will  always  remain 
a  true  classic. 
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REMINISCENCES  -  as  told  by  MRS.  CAROLINE  POX  WILLIAMS 
Caroline  Fox  Weds  Archibald  Campbell  Williams 
Of  Walterboro,  South  Carolina 
February  29,  1869 

They  were  practically  the  same  age,  Caroline's  birthday 
being  November  27,  and  Archibald's  on  December  19,  1847 •  They 
were  just  fourteen  years  old  when  the  Civil  War  began.  As 
stated  earlier,  Caroline  went  to  school  at  York,  South  Carolina, 
Archibald  spent  some  of  the  war  years  as  a  student  at  the 
Citadel  in  Charleston,  leaving  at  the  age  of  18  to  join  the 
Confederate  Forces  in  1864.  He  enlisted  at  Columbia,  becoming 
a  member  of  Company  One,  First  Regiment,  South  Carolina  Cavalry 
and  saw  some  service  in  skirmishes  along  the  Carolina  coast 
and  fought  in  the  battle  of  Teulafinne. 

Conditions  being  so  bad  in  the  South  at  that  time,  very 
young  boys  were  taken  into  fthat  was  left  of  the  army  and  allowed 
to  fight.  This  being  the  case,  their  mother  had  died  earlier 
and  the  country  was  desolate  and  bleak  with  no  fun  anymore,  one 
of  Archibald's  younger  brothers  begged  to  accompany  him  when  he 
went  into  the  army.  Overruling  his  own  good  judgment,  he  took 
him  along  for  company.  It  did  not  take  him  very  long  to  decide, 
however,  that  the  whole  idea  had  been  most  inopportune  for  it 
soon  became  apparent  that  the  little  boy  did  not  relish  shoul¬ 
dering  a  heavy  gun  all  day  long.  Archibald  told  his  own  children 
in  the  later  years,  that  from  that  time  on,  he  not  only  had  one 
gun  but  two  to  oarry.
